Pris hard J thoufd be wader the Necefii- 
ty of making, fuch a Cautionary Exception, 
bur fince Thave alnott as many Opponents 
as Readers of this Paper, fome of whom 
torequite me ter jut Fxceptions againft 
their Morals and Scandalous Lives, and 
who by Way ot Return tor their Nonlence, 
are ready to objeét againft every thing 
they tee: “Tis for their Saker Tam onlig’d 
temake long Digreffons, and place need- 
tul Cautionsin the Frone of almost every 
Paragraph, co lerthem now where they 


think they have me; I faw it as well as 
they 5 “tisfor their Sakes I am oblig'd to 
give Reafons for what all Hiftorians in the 
World have taken the Liberty to do, with- 
out asking the Leave of their Readers or 
making Apologies for. 

This might have ferv’d for an Anfter 
to a Querulous Peyifh Enquirer, whofe 
Two Firft Queftions are reply’d to in the 
entertaining Part of our laft Paper, Whe- 
ther we do not miftake Preamble for Hiftorys 
butas the Examples I might give in this 
Cafe among our beft Hiftorians will fully 
juftifie me, without farther infifling on 
the particular Circum{tances of the Aue 
thor, the Writer, the time I write in, or 
the Perfons that read 5 Irefer the judicious 
Reader to thefeveral Hiflories of Sir Wal- 
tp Raleigh, the Bifhop of Sarum, and any 
either antient or modern, whoin they pleale 
to quote for me. 

Lhis premis’d, T come farther to explain 
my felt thus, That when J write of the 
Caufes of the French Greatnels, 1 would 
be underftood tu mean of fich Caules as 
are plain and undeniable as co Circumflane 
ces, and fich as arrive within the Compals 
ot my Reading and Obfervation ; leaving 
all the World co guefS at, produce or pro- 
pole other or fartier Reafons, 
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The Firft Reafon I fhall give for the 
Rife and hy of the French Grandeur, 
isthe Folly of their Neighbours, —— 

1 might eafily fill a large Volume of 
thefe Reviews in reckoning up the Nume- 
rous Ynftances of this Sort; and ’tis but 
too true that this Article prefents us with 
more than half. the juft Steps and Additions 
to the prefent Height of French Glory, 

’Tis confefs'd that a watchful Bye over’ 
our Miftakes to take and improve the Ad- 
vantages, is the Part the French have dex- 
erie aéted, and of which I {hall {peak 
by it felf; but their Policy is not half fo 
confpicuous, in laying hold of the Occafions 

ven, as eur Imprudence and Negligedce 
is in giving the Opportunity. 

Among the falfe Steps which moft of the 
Princes of Europe have taken, and of which 
ehe Frenchhave made their particular Ad- 
vantage, I fhould feem Partial if I laid the 
Strefs in one Place more than another, and 
therefore I fhall begin at Home. 

“Jf I fhould fay any Nation has contribu- 
ted more to the Greatrefs of this Monar- 
chy than the Englifh, J. thould go againft 
the general Knowledge of the: Affairs of 
Europe, and belye univerfal Experience ; 
and if I fhould undertake to tell all the 

rticular Steps which. have been taken 

ere either, negligently, wilfully, or wic- 
kedly to promote it ; I fhould be fore’d to 
turn the Hiftory into aSatyr upon Englif 
Management; 1 muft come at laft to 
writing Chara&ters, fill my Account with 
R—s, inftead of Heroes, and throw fo 
much dirty Truth in the Faces af Men.of 
Mark, that fome might yefent it, and. the 
Paper have the Misfortune ta die in the 
Scuffle, * 

And yet the knownTruth cannot be hid ; 
I can never go thro’ the Article without it; 
the Book will be imperfeét, the Story be 
told by Halves, the Account be call’d a 
Blunder, and.the Author a Fool. 

If cantherefore follow Truth clofe at 
the Heels, without a kick on the Face, twill 
be well; if Icant’t, I {ee no.Remedy, I 
muft venture. 

In the Time of Aen. IV. of France, 
when he had finifh’d the Civil Wars, dif- 

lv'd the Catholick League, beaten the 

muiards owt of the Kingdom, follow’d 


them into Flanders, taken Dourlaus, and 
at laft happily ended the War by the Peace. 
of Virvins. In this Time France began — 
to breathe, fhe had been miferably ravag’d 
for 40 Years by the Catholick and: 
Nine Civil Wars with the Augonots; fhe 
had felt the Fury of the Spanifh Armies on 
one Hand, and the Germans on the other 3 
Foreign Troops were frequently call’d.to 
the Alfiftance of either Side, and always 
paid themfelzes out of the Ruins of the 
Country: Icannot think France can have 
been {aid to be in a lower Condition, com-- 
par’d to the reft of Zwrope, at any time fince 
the Englifh quitted their Poffefhons there, 
then it may be faid to be in-at the Second 
Siege of Paris, or at leaft about the Time 
af the Surrender of Rotien to the King. 

But when all this ended, that Politick. 
Prince fet himfelf as vigoroufly to pro- 
mote the real Profperity of the Kingdom 
in Peace, as he had before purfued the 
Poffeffion of it by the War.— He alter’d 
the Meafures of Government, .and-fettled 
anew Polity; he corre&ted, the Errors of 
former. Management, encourag’d every 
thing whether in Civil Arts or Military, 
that might improve his Country ; and-ha- 
ving laid a Defign of Univerfal Monarchy, 
and Drawn vaft.Schemes for. the fubjeét- 
ing Great et of the World, he fell by 
the had of a. Murtherer, in the-imidft of 
Prodigious Preparations, and left Europe 
in a profound Peace, which he was juft 
going.to involve in a Bloody andDangerous 

ar, 

The- few. Wears of Peace, which France 
enjoy‘d under the Politick Government of 
this Wife Prince, made a fenfible Encreafe 
in her Power, and the Figure fhe began to 
make in the World, was every way can- 
fiderable, and like to be Formidable to her 
Neighbours. I touch thefe things but 
lightly here, becaufe I fhall be oblig’d toa 
more Particular Account of them in, ano- 
ther Chapter.
